Largest  "L'Acadien"  Goes  to  Press 


Plans  for  the  1967  "L'Acadien"  began  to  coagulate 
in  the  summer  of  1966,  when  the  editors  traveled 
to  Taylor  Publishing  Company  in  Dallas  to  design 
the  cover,  decide  on  the  number  of  pages  and  draw 
up  the  opening  section.  From  then  on  it  was  a  constant 
struggle  with  one  goal  in  mind — the  March  1st  final 
deadline.  Thousands  of  pictures  were  scheduled,  taken 
and  retaken.  Layouts  were  drawn,  thrown  away  and 
re-done.  Many  hours  were  spent  on  the  index,  the  most 
tedious  job  of  all.  Organizations  were  asked  to  turn 
in  articles,  and  a  few  did. 

As  the  March  1st  deadline  came  closer,  the  "L'Acad- 


ien" office  became  a  second  home  for  the  editors.  One 
hundred  and  sixty  pages  were  due  with  only  two 
weeks  left  in  which  to  do  them.  Yearbook  work  be- 
came a  love- and  an  obsession,  with  homework,  classes, 
studies,  and  sleep  being  disregarded  completely.  Except 
for  an  occasional  visit  to  the  "Vermilion"  office  next 
door,  contact  with  the  outside  world  was  held  to  a 
minimum. 

Finally,  "L'Acadien  1967"  was  completed.  Four  hun- 
dred and  sixty-four  pages  make  it  the  biggest  ever,  and 
the  most  time  consuming.

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Bulldogs  Finish  1966  Season  With  6-4  Football  Record 


A  football  team  is  an  integral  part  of  any  school, 
especially  a  university.  The  spirit,  excitement,  tension, 
and  thrills  of  a  game  somehow  cannot  be  separated 
from  the  students  who  watch,  or  the  players  who 
participate,  without  separating  from  the  whole  and 
leaving  it  incomplete.  Students,  faculty,  alumni  and 
friends  of  the  University  all  look  forward  to  the  Satur- 
day night  football  games. 

For  head  coach  Russell  Faulkinberry,  Saturday  nights 
are  the  climax  of  a  week  of  preparation,  study,  antici- 
pation and  doubt.  There  is  always  that  doubt  left  in 
any  coaches  mind,  "Did  I  leave  something  out?",  or 
"Have  I  succeeded  in  preparing  my  boys  for  this  game?" 
But  Faulkinberry  is  not  a  loser  and  neither  are  the 
Bulldogs.  For  the  first  six  games,  it  seemed  nothing 
was  lacking  in  this  Bulldog  unit.  Then  came  the 
Samford  game  which  was  one  of  the  most  costly 
victories  USL  has  had.

Annual  S-Club  Banquet  Honors  All  USL  Gridders 


Over  300  fans  and  supporters  attended  the  an- 
nual S-Club  banquet  which  honored  USL's  Ragin' 
Cajun  football  team.  Highlighting  the  program  was 
the  presentation  of  special  awards  to  Coach  Russ 
Faulkinberry's  1966  club. 

Award  recipients  include:  best  offensive  back — 
Bill  Bayard,  senior  quarterback;  best  defensive  back 
— Tody  Dupont,  sophomore  halfback;  best  offen- 
sive linemen — Nolan  Sharon,  senior  guard,  and 
Leonard  Kleinpeter,  senior  end;  and  best  defensive 
lineman — Herbie  LeBlanc,  junior  end. 

Bayard  was  first-string  quarterback  four  con- 
secutive years  and  accounted  for  2,056  yards  total 
offense  in  his  career.  The  5-9,  160-pound  field 
general  set  a  USL  record  by  tossing  115  passes  with- 
out an  interception  in  23  straight  games.

LeBlanc  had  five  interceptions  and 
Dupont  made  three  thefts  as  both  finished  among 
the  league  leaders.

Numerous  records  were  shattered  during  the  1966- 
67  basketball  season  as  USL  emerged  as  NAIA  District 
27  champion  for  the  second  time  in  the  past  three  years. 

Southwestern  advanced  to  the  30th  annual  national 
tourney  in  Kansas  City's  huge  Municipal  Auditorium  by 
posting  two  straight  wins  over  Samford  (Ala.)  Univer- 
sity in  a  play-off  held  at  Blackham  Coliseum  in  La- 
fayette. USL  cagers  went  on  to  reach  the  national  quar- 
terfinals by  defeating  Findlay  College  and  Central 
Michigan  University.  The  Bulldog  team  was  defeated 
by  Oklahoma  Baptist  in  the  quarterfinals. 

Southwestern's  regular  season  record  boasted  18  wins 
against  10  defeats.  Against  fellow  College -Division  op- 
ponents, the  Bulldogs  chalked  up  18  triumphs  while  los- 
ing but  two — both  to  Louisiana  Tech. 

Eight  setbacks  were  dealt  to  USL  by  major  teams, 
including  five  that  ranked  among  the  nation's  Top  20 
powers — Louisville,  Houston,  Tennessee,  Vanderbilt, 
and  Duke. 

USL's  rugged  28-game  schedule,  only  12  of  which 
were  in  Lafayette,  drew  nationwide  attention  as  prob- 
ably the  toughest  faced  by  any  College-Division  quintet.

tennis  team.  Returning  letter-winners  are  sophomores  Bev 
Hoffman  and  Frank  Mueller,  and  junior  Ronald  LeBlanc.

Baseball  Team  Finishes  With  15-14  Season  Record 


Led  by  All-Gulf  States  Conference  players  Leslie  O'Neal 
and  Leonard  Kleinpeter,  the  1966  Bulldog  baseball  team  com- 
piled a  15-14  game  record,  and  a  GSC  record  of  12-11. 

Leslie  O'Neal,  pitcher,  was  named  GSC  Player-of-the-Year 
by  the  Louisiana  Sports  Writers  Association.  Richard  Storms 
was  chosen  on  the  second  team  on  the  All-GSC. 

The  Ragin'  Cajun  baseball  team  finished  in  fifth  spot  in 
the  GSC,  while  only  two  games  out  of  first  place.  Top  honors 
went  to  Northeast  Louisiana  State,  Southeastern  Louisiana  Col- 
lege, Louisiana  Tech,  and  Northwestern  State  College.  Round- 
ing out  the  conference  were  Nicholls  and  McNeese  State  Col- 
leges. 

Harry  Stelly  again  cropped  team  pitching  honors  by  having 
the  most  innings  pitched,  most  complete  games,  most  strikeouts 
and  the  fewest  walks.  Leslie  O'Neal  had  a  6-1  won-lost  record, 
most  victories  and  the  lowest  earned  run  average. 

Kleinpeter  and  O'Neal  led  the  batting  records  in  all  game 
statistics.  O'Neal  earned  the  highest  batting  average,  most 
base  hits,  most  runs  batted  in,  most  doubles  hit  and  the  largest 
total  of  bases.  Kleinpeter  cropped  honors  in  runs  scored,  most 
triples,  most  stolen  bases,  slugging  percentage,  and  bases  on 
balls.  Both  Kleinpeter  and  O'Neal  tied  in  home  runs  hit.

Trackmen  brought  back  another  Gulf  States  Con- 
ference title  to  USL  and  gained  national  recognition  by 
placing  fifth  in  the  NAIA  National  Championship 
meet. 

With  10  track  meets  scheduled  in  the  1966  season, 
USL  was  well  prepared  to  take  on  all  contenders.

Record  holders  in  the  GSC  from  USL  include  Stewart 
Blue,  who  was  clocked  at  48.0  in  the  440-yard  dash,  and 
James  Bohata  who  jumped  46' 10%"  in  the  triple  jump. 
Tommy  Jameson  set  a  new  discus  record  of  167'H"  and 
Louis  Lenfant  was  tops  in  the  javelin  throw  with  a 
221'6"  record. 

Fans  watched  as  USL  won  a  third  place  in.  the  38th 
Annual  Southwestern  Relays.  With  20  teams  participat- 
ing, the  University  of  Kansas  cropped  team  honors 
with  59  points  and  was  followed  by  Northeast  Louisiana 
State  with  34  and  USL  with  25.

Bulldog  boosters  have  acclaimed  the  1965-66  athletic 
year  as  the  most  successful  in  the  school's  65-year  athletic 
history.  From  September  1965  to  June  of  1966,  USL 
athletes  won  more  national,  more  Gulf  States  Conference, 
more  allied  league,  and  more  individual  championships 
and  honors  than  any  previous  year  on  record. 

The  team  transcript  for  the  1965-66  season  reveals 
two  national  championship  teams  (golf  and  weightlifting), 
four  GSC  titlists  (basketball,  track,  golf,  and  football  co- 
champs);  plus  one  crown  in  state  competition  (bowling). 
Six  of  the  11  teams,  comprising  the  varsity  athletic  pro- 
gram finished  as  champions,  and  no  less  than  10  sported 
winning  season  records. 

In  addition  to  placing  first  in  football,  basketball,  track, 
and  golf,  USL  added  a  second  in  cross  country,  second  in 
tennis,  and  fifth  in  baseball.  The  baseballers  actually 
finished  only  two  games  out  of  first  place.  This  overall 
showing  enabled  the  Ragin'  Cajuns  to  compile  421/2  of  a 
possible  49  points  to  easily  win  the  coveted  GSC  All-Sports 
trophy.  Points  are  based  on  the  team  finish  in  each  sport 
(7  points  for  first,  6  for  second,  5  for  third,  etc.). 

As  for  individual  performances,  ten  USL  athletes  in 
five  sports  earned  College-Division  Ail-American  distinc- 
tion, while  25  gained  all-conference  honors.  Those  who 
earned  All- American  honors  were  Brad  Hamilton  (foot- 
ball); Louis  Lenfant,  James  Bohata  and  Tommy  Jameson 
(track);  Leonard  Kleinpeter  (baseball);  Jimmy  Reinhardt 
(weightlifting) ;  and  Bob  Rodgers,  Randy  Sonnier,  Tommy 
Thomas,  and  Ben  Freeman  (golf) . 

Russ  Faulkinberry  and  Bob  Cole  were  voted  GSC 
Coach-of-the-Year  in  their  respective  sports,  and  both  were 
among  the  finalists  for  NAIA  national  Coach-of-the-Year. 
Faulkinberry  was  also  selected  as  Louisiana's  most  out- 
standing coach  in  all  sports  for  1965.

Dedicated  to  preparing  its  students  for  efficient  and  capable 
living,  service  to  their  fellowmen  and  worthwhile  citizenship 
are  but  a  few  of  the  aspects  of  education  towards  which  the 
College  of  Agriculture  strives.  By  contributing  to  the  students' 
personal,  social  and  intellectual  development  and  maturity,  it 
prepares  them  for  family  living,  homemaking  and  farming — in 
addition  to  training  them  for  their  professions  or  occupations  in 
the  fields  of  agriculture  and  home  economics  and  assists  the 
students  in  meeting  needs  in  various  fields  throughout  the  state, 
nation  and  foreign  countries. 

There  are  five  departments  in  the  College  of  Agriculture — 
Agricultural  Engineering;  Animal  Husbandry,  including  pre -Vet- 
erinary; General  Agriculture;  Plant  Industry;  and  Vocational  Agri- 
culture— and  a  School  of  Home  Economics. 

The  five  undergraduate  curricula  in  the  School  of  Home  Eco- 
nomics Education  are  General  Home  Economics,  Home  Economics 
in  Business,  Institution  Administration  and  Restaurant  Administra- 
tion. The  curricula  prepare  the  student  to  obtain  gainful  employ- 
ment as  high  school  economics  teachers,  home  demonstration  agents 
with  cooperative  Extension,  dietitians  home  service  consultant  with 
utility  companies,  health  and  welfare  consultants,  fashion  coordi- 
nators and  interior  consultants  in  retail  stores  and  managers  of 
restaurants,  cafeterias  and  large  food  establishments. 

The  three  graduate  programs  prepare  home  economists  for 
positions  as  supervisors  of  student  teachers,  parish  and  state  su- 
pervisors, teacher  trainers  and  leadership  positions  with  organ- 
izations employing  home  economists. 

Depending  on  a  student's  capacity  to  pursue  his  chosen  field  in 
agriculture,  his  curriculum  facilitates  his  ambitions  and  goals  in  life.

In  addition  to  the  main  Dupre  Library,  the 
University  Library  system  consists  of  the  Ste- 
phens Library  for  undergraduate  students 
with  its  collection  of  some  10,000  volumes;  the 
Engineering  Library  in  Madison  Hall,  which 
has  a  collection  of  nearly  20,000  volumes;  and 
the  Horticulture  Library  in  the  Ira  S.  Nelson 
Horticulture  Center,  consisting  of  about  5,000 
volumes. 

A  unique  collection  of  books,  most  of  which 
were  donated  by  the  French  government  and 
related  to  France  and  the  French  culture,  is 
found  in  the  French  House. 

There  are  now  more  than  a  quarter  of  a 
million  books  in  USL's  library  collections.  The 
Library  also  subscribes  to  some  2,000  current 
periodicals,  and  there  are  large  holdings  of 
microfilm,  microfische,  music  scores,  recordings 
and  government  documents.  A  special  feature  of 
the  Dupre  Library  is  the  Louisiana  Collection 
which  specializes  in  Acadiana. 

Construction  is  now  underway  on  two  ad- 
ditional floors  to  the  Dupre"  Library.  When 
completed,  the  Dupre"  Library  will  consist  of 
136,000  square  feet  of  floor  space  and  will 
provide  for  almost  2,000  readers  and  more  than 
600,000  volumes.
